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FRENCH AND ITALIANS VICTORS IN NEW BATTLES 


Great Bombardment By Italians Along 


Front of 37 Miles 


FRENCH WIN OH ELEVEN HOLE FRONT 


On Both Side* of the Meuse the French Have Penetrated 


to a Depth of a Mile, Taking 4,000 Prisoner*; Italian* 
Cros* Isonzo and Are at Deadly Grip* With Austrian*, 
Taking 8,000 Prisoners; Airmen Help in Both En- 
gagement*. 
Paris. France, Aug. 20. — 'A smashing French victory on the 


JVVrdun front is recorded in the official report issued by the war 
office tonight. The French have captured the enemy defences on 
both sides of the Meuse on a front of over 11 miles, penetrating the 
German line at divers points to a depth of a mile and a quarter. 
.More than 4,000 unbounded German prisoners have been taken. 


London. England, Aug. 20.—A dispatch to the Exchange Tele- 


graph company from Copenhagen sajs, according to reports received 
from Austria, the battle now raging on the Isonxo front of the Austro- 
Italian theatre is characterized as the most violent ever fought there. 
The advices add that it is believed by the Austrians and Germans 
the Italians are making an attempt to break through to Triest.

Italians Also Press Forward. 


With the British, troops busily en- 


gaged in the successful parrying of 
counter thrusts, the French and Ital- 
ians hav e started monster offensives, 
the French against the Germans near 
Verdun and the Italians in the region 
of plava to near the headwaters of 
the Adriatic sea. 


Short, decisive blows have gained 


for the French positions held by the 
Germans on a front of more than 11 
miles irto the Boises de Chaume, while 
the Italians following a bombardment 
of an mtensitv never before experi- 
enced in that theatre, have leveled 
Austrian forces, crossed the ruins and 
also the Isonso rue:: and are now at 
deadly grips with the enemy along a 
front of 37 miles.

PETAIN CALLS OUR 


MEN FINE SOLDIERS 


MAKES REVIEW OF ENCAMPMENT 


EXTENDING 100 MILES 


American training camp in France, 


Sunday, Aug. 19. by the Associated 
Press. — General Petain. commander- 
in-chief of the French armies, paid his 
first visit today to the American troops 
in France and expressed himself as de- 
lighted with what he saw. 


"I am exceedingly pleased and grat- 


ified with what I have seen 
during 


the inspection." he said, 
"Training 


has progressed so well that I teel cer- 
tain the American troops will form an 
excellent lighting force in a very short 
time." 


The French general wee accompan- 


ied by Major General John J. Pershing 
and both left thi^ atternoon for the 
French front, where they will remain 
for several days. They had a very 
busy day motoring for a hundred miles 
or more and inspecting every village 
in which the Americans •were billeted. 


Addressing the officers of a French 


division. General Petain said they had 
rendered a notable service 
both 
to 


Fiance and America, and that their 
battalions had become sister battalions 
to the American contingent. The Am- 
ericans, he added, had expressed the 
hope that they would have the honor 
of fighting alongside their French in- 
structors. 


General Petain spoke with elation 


of the chasseurs and of the high mor- 
ale of the French army they represent- 
ed and recalled to them that their 
duty was always to inculcate morale 
in their fellow divisions. 


The review o fthe thausseurs divi- 


shing was most spectacular. Gen Per- 
shing greatly admired the dash with 
which it was carried out. 
The in- 


fantrymen made a splendid showing:, 
but the picturesque part was the rush- 
ing of artillery with their horses at 
full gallop and later the cavalry also 
at full gallop. 


The day was one of brilliant sun- 


shine and during the greater part of 
the review a beautiful silver colored 
French aeroplane played above the 
heads of the soldiers. 
The machine 


was viewed with some suspicion by 
the American anti aircraft gunners 
while it was still some distance away. 


General Petain made n. cfase inspec- 


tion of seveial of the American bat- 
talions and seemed particularly inter- 
ested in the various articles of their 
equipment.

American campaign hat also claimed 
a great deal of his attention. He took 
one of these from a soldier's head, 
weighed It in his hand and studied it 
for several minutes.

Farther Apart on Steel. 


Coal costs already have been deter-< 


mined. 
The government and indus- 


tries have been farther apart perhaps 
on the price to be paid for steel than 
on any other commodity required for 
war. 
At present the government is 


paying on present rates with adjust- 
ment to be made after the prices havo 
been determined. 


The trade commission's report, it Is 


understood,'goes more deeply into con- 
ditions in the steel industry than into 
actual cost figures. It recommends, it 
is understood, that the President desig- 
nate some government agency to per- 
sue a constant investigation into steel 
costs during the war and to deter- 
mine actual costs of production on 
each government contract. This plan 
is suggested, it is understood, because 
of the great difference in production 
at the various mills. 


Ihrlccs Must JTot Be Too 
Low. 


Steel Is selling now in the open mar- 


ket at more than $100 a ton and in 
some instances recent orders have been 
placed at nearly $200. Even the pro- 
ducers agree that this price is too 
high but they point ,'o the abnormal 
demand.

THE STORV OF COljD STORAGE. 
The latest report of the United 


States Department at Agriculture tells 
nomo interesting stories concerning the 
»tr>cks of frozen meats and poultry 
now In the United Sint.cs, as compared 
•with the stocks In such storage one 
year ago. J'"or example: 


The reports of 172 storages show 


95.552.72S pounds of frozen beef In 
storage on August 1, as compared with 
53.866,964 on August 1 a year atro. 


In 196 storages there are .".8 million 


pounds of cured beef against 18 mil- 
lions a year ago. 


In 10? (storages the supply of lamb 


»nd mutton had increased about 23 
per cent In a year. 


The Block of dry sa.lt pork !n 252 


Btoragea increased from 205 to 217 
millions of pounds in the year period. 
Of fresh frozen pork there was a de- 
irease of Jive millions, and of sweet 
pickled pork there was increase of 11 
poujids in 344 storages. 
Of lard the 


Increase was five million pounds In SO? 
•torages. 


Of poultry there was the startling 


Increase of 366 per cent, from seven 
million pounds in 210 storages In 
August, 1916. to 3J million pounds in 
August of the present year. All kinds 
of 
poultry showed 
Increase, 
but 


turkeys jumped in 
storages from 


1*8,000 pounds in 1916 to 1,355,431 in 
1917, an increase of 807 per cent. 


It is a gratifying thing to know that 


with so much in storage the country 
Js not on the way to meat starvation. 
It is a disquieting thing to note how 
greatly the price ol all meats has ad- 
vanced in the year, and at the same 
time more than ever has heen placed 
and kept on storage.

anta In their gardens may be interestcrl 
In tlie following statement from the 
state college of agriculture: 


Ants In gardens do not AS c. rule 


cause as much Injury as their num- 
liera would indicate. 
They feed only 


to a very limited extent on Browing 
vegetables. 
Jinny of them feed on the 


horu'ydew secreted by plant llco and 
their prosonoo is often an indication 
that the plants are Infested with these 
insrcts. 


In ease it is found that th« s.nt>» are 


actually injuring tho plants many of 
them may be killed by injecting into 
their nt\;ts kerosene, gasoline or car- 
bon blsulohldc. 
In the case of small 


nests the liquid may bo applied with 
a 
mnall 
oilcan. 
About 
an 
ounc« 


should be. injected Into «nch opening. 
Tn larger nc^ts the opnnlng may be 
enlarged with a sharp stick and a 
greater quantity of the liquid used. 
After the liquid haa been placed in 
the ants' burro\v the* opening should 
be cloned with earth nnd packed down 
with tho foot.

It was not a cnrsory Inspection that 


the general made. He Trent into minute 
details all along the line, questioned 
private soldiers, company cooks ana 
various other ranks as to how things.j 
were going with them and what if any- 
thing could be done to improve the sit- 
uation. 


General Pershing spent the night at 


a quaint little Frenca village and reach- 
ed the American army area early nest 
morninj;. His visit was entirely infor- 
mal, and he found the forces Just as 
he desired—engaged in their daily rou- 
tine work and drill. 


At the end of the first day's inspec- 


tion General Tershing said: "Our prin- 
cipal concern just now of course is to 
perfect the army organization. 
This 


is a big task, but it is moving along 
smoothly ami in. a. most satisfactory 
manner. 


Work Well Started. 


"The worlc at certain ports of disem- 


barkation is well started. 
Railroad 


material is coming over as rapidly 
ns can be arranged. The progress -we 
have made thus for with the assist- 
ance of the French is a source of great 
satisfaction to me. Billets and train- 
ing ground for men are as well located 
as could be expected at this time of the 
year, when space is limited by crops in 
the fields. 


"After these are removed we will 


have plenty of space for lodging and 
training the divisions that are to come. 
Training is progressing very well -with 
the assistance of the French." 


General Pershing was untiring in his 


inspection of the training area. He In- 
quired into every phase of the men's 
daily life, the character and the quan- 
tity of their food, even to the disposl- 
tiou of garbage slops, which he found 
were all going to French farmers, who 
were delighted to have this matter to 
feed their pigs, taking advantage of 
every sort of refuse containing fnt. 


General Pershing found the Amerioaa 


soldiers and the French villagers living 
together in the greatest amity. He in- 
quired about the washing for soldiers 
and found that they nearly all washed 
their own clothes in the village wash 
houses erected along miming streams, 
the villagers washing o;i one bank and 
the soldiers on the other. 


At several company kitchens the 


American commander interrogated the 
cooks closely. 


"Do you get enough to eat and to 


feed the men?" he rtsUed one veteran 
cook who has been in the regular army 
for a number of years. 


"Yes, sir," replied the cook, standing 


at respectful attention. 


"I)o you get any vegetables?1' asked 


General Pcrshing. 


"Xo, sir,"' replied the cook.

General Perching, with some surprlae-

regularly. 


"What do you get as a substitute?" 


asked the general. 


"Well, of course, sir, we get bacon," 


replied the cook, somewhat subdued. 


"Any. other complaint?" the com- 


mander inquired. 


There was none, and again the gen- 


eral passed on. completely satisfied 
with prevailing conditions. 


Many troopers saw General Pershlng

000,000 Would Have to Seek 


Other Occupation. 


If America were bone dry capital 


amounting to more than $1,000,000,000 
would suddenly have to seek other oc- 
cupation, according to the World's 
Work, from which also the following 
figures are taken: 


More than 
200,000 employees of 


breweries, distilleries, saloons, etc., 
would have to seek other Jobs, and the 
wages on which 1,000,000 American 
lives depend would cease. 


Besides the 1,500 breweries and 630 


distilleries that would have to close 
their doors, manufacturer* of and deal- 
ers in barrels, staves, corks, bottles, 
beer pumps, boxes, kegs, cigars, bar 
fixtures, motor trucks and many other 
businesses would suffer 
Incalculable 


losses. 


The railroads would lose 7,000,000
